Subjects Report  of  the  Pyschiatric  Examination  on  the  mental  -condition  of 
Shumei  OKAWA.

Date:  May  11,  1946. 

Sir  William  Webb,  President  of  the  International  Military  Tribunal  for  the 
Far  East,  ordered  on  May  4th  1946,  that  Dr.  shumei  0KV7A  be  medically  examined 
by  psychiatrists  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  his  mental  condition  and  his  cap¬ 
acity  to  plead  to  tho  indiotment.  Having  been  appointed  for  the  prupose  by  Mr. 
Shinichl  OHARA*  Japanese  Defense  Counsol  for  Dr,  Shumei  OKA^A,  I,  Yushl  UCHIMURA 
examined  Dr.  OKAWA  twice  on  May  7th  and  9th  respectively  at  the  361st  Station 
Hospital,  Based  on  the  results  of  these  examinations  and  the  additional  in¬ 
formation  gathered  from  his  wife,  Iwane  MATSUI  and  two  guardians  who  were  famil¬ 
iar  with  the  daily  life  of  Dr.  OKAWA  at  Sugamo  Prison,  I  have  arrived  at  the 
following  opinion  on  his  mental  condition  as  reported  herewith. 


Report  of  Psychiatric  Examination 
(a)  Mental  Condition 

OKAWA  is  a  Japaneso  male,  tiller  than  the  avenge  and  has  an  appearance 
in  keeping  with  his  age  of  61.  When  brought  to  the  room  for  medical  examination 
he  took  a  seat  unceremoniously  without  making  any  greeting  to  those  around  him, 
and  before  tho  examiner  could  introduse  himself,  began  to  talk  to  him  familiarly 
as  if  he  were  an  old  acquaintance,  OKAWA's  speech  was  rapid,  loquacious,  some¬ 
what  indistinct,  and  flowed  on  almost  uninterruptedly.  His  attire  was  slovenly 
and  his  manners  extremely  rude.  Giving  absolutely  no  head  to  his  surroundings, 
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he  spoke  out  elatodly  anything  and  everything  that  came  to  his  mind.  After  a 
while,  however,  when  I  asked  him  to  let  mo  conduct  an  oral  and  physical  examin¬ 
ation,  he  complied  with  my  request  on  the  whole  submissively.  Only  in  a  few  casch 
when  the  process  of  examination  was  lengthy,  he  showed  signs  of  impatienoe  and 
refused  to  submit.  His  talk  was  very  fluent  and  ran  on  topics  of  religion,  poli¬ 
tics  and  science,  erotic  romarks  being  also  not  infrequontly  inserted.  Criticisms 
and  appraisals  of  other  poople  were  highly  outspoken,  as  ho  tondod  to  speak  highly 
of  himself  at  the  expense  of  others.  The  sense  of  self  was  conspicuously  height¬ 
ened  and  made  OK AWA  fancy *himself  as  too  groatest  man  under  the  sun.  in  a  ward, 
he  presented  in  general  a  condition  entirely  devoid  of  inhibition. 

CKAWA  spoke  in  Japanese  freely  mixed  with  English  and  German,  not  seldom 
using  only  English.  Ho  had  an  ample  stock  of  topics  which  easily  shifted  from  one 
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to  another,  often  before  one  had  reached  its  conclusion.  His  toolings  during  the 
conversation  were  extremely  exalted  and  exhilarated,  and  his  facial  expression 
showed  a  corresponding  liveliness.  But  when  met  with  opposition  or  retort,  he 
immediately  became  highly  displeased  and  assumed  a  contemptuous  attitude  towards 
the  examiner  as  if  he  despised  the  stupidity  or  ignorance  of  the  latter.  This  ill 
tomper,  however,  usually  would  not  la^t  long,  but  would  soon  be  replaoed  by  the 
former  happy  mood  in  which  OKAWA  would  go  on  talking  as  cheerful'|y  as  ever. 

Such  a  speoch  and  conduct  lacking  in  restraint  and  s'’ch  an  unbalanced  emotioi 
al  state  rapidly  changing  from  a  Joyful  mood  to  ill  humour,  show  in  themselves  a 
definite  abnormal  mental  condition  that  is  nevor  to  bo  found  in  a  healthy  individ¬ 
ual  in  normal  condition,  ioroovor,  according  to  his  wifo  and  relatives,  OKAWA 
ordinarily  is  said  to  be  rather  taciturn,  patient  and  extrooely  correct  in  his 
toilet  and  manners.  In  view  of  those  facts,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  mental 
condition  presontod  by  OKA^A  at  the  medical  examination  *ns  definitely  out  of  the 
normal.  To  put  it  in  psychiatric  terms,  it  is  to  bo  callod  typical  manic  states.

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But  this  manio  condition  is  not  constant  during  the  whole  day.  In  his  room 
OKA^A  scatters  about  tobacco  aches,  writes  disconnected  things  by  way  of  letters, 
gives  imperious  orders  to  his  nurse,  but  is  said  to  be  usually  quiet  when  few 
people  are  around  him,  and  to  sleop  ''ell  at  night  giving  no  trouble  to  his  sur¬ 
roundings  by  making  noise.  That  is  to  say,  OKAWA * s  manic  condition  varies  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  milieu  and  is  highly  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  ex' ernal  stimuli. 
Even  at  its  strongest,  his  excitement  nevor  reaches  such  a  frenzy  as  to  make  him 
lose  all  distinction  of  persons  or  places  or  to  go  beyond  a  certain  limit  in  his 
actions,  ^t  is  a  condition  of  diminished  inhibition,  but  not  entirely  lacking  in 
restraint.  Therefore,  r?e  believe  wo  can  summarize  it  is  a  montal  condition  cor¬ 
responding  to  the  psychiatric  term  of  hypomanic  state. 

Of  all  the  mental  symptomn  presented  by  OKA^A,  what  draws  most  the  attention 
of  the  people  around  him  and  gives  most  the  impression  of  a  psychosis  is  the 
content  of  his  thoughts.  Befitting  his  cheerful  mood,  his  thought  content  la  not 
only  remarkably  optimistic,  but  also  markedly  grandiose  in  character.  Not  only  dot. 
he  give  an  exaggerated  account  of  his  work,  abilities  and  circumstances,  but  also 
very  often  states  as  facts  fantastic  ideas  that  a  normal  person  could  never  hold 
tme,  but  which  OKA^A  seems  to  believe  in.  Consequently  these  are  not  merely  ex¬ 
aggerated  ideas,  but  are  actually  delusions  of  grandeur  with  absurd  contents.  Po. 
lowing  are  given  some  quotations  from  OKAWA 's  talk  illustrating  the  nature  of  tho. 
delusions  of  grandeur.  They  bay  at  the  same  timo  also  serve  to  show  how  morbidly 
exalt  his  sense  of  self  is,  and  how  constantly  the  topics  of  conversation  keep 
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changing  under  the  stress  of  on  aboundant  flow  of  ideas.  (Note:  these  words  were 
spoken  Japanese  unless  otherwise  specified.) 

"In  Sugamo  Prison,  I  did  not  oat  because  I  can  take  nutritive  elements  from 

tho  air.  That's  why  I  am  in  such  a  perfoct  health  even  though  I  did'nt  oat  for

seventy  days.  I'm  a  doctor,  so  I  know  overything  about  it". 

"I  am  a  doctor  of  medicine,  science  and  engineering.  I  received  the  Nobel 
prize  throe  times.  The  subjects  of  my  theses  I  forgot  beoause  it's  so  long  slnr»

"I  ean  walk  on  water.  One  simply  has  to  koop  tho  air  in  one's  body  a  vacuum. 
Nothing  is  easier  than  walking  on  water  like  Christ." 

"I  have  only  23,000  ven,  beoauee  I  gave  everything  to  others.  since  long  I 
have  given  500,000  yen  a  year,  that  makes  about  50,000,000  yon  in  all". 

"I  oan  kill  people  very  easily  by  breathing  upon  thorn.  Just  as  I  get  nutritia 
elements  from  the  air,  I  can  make  strychnine  and  oyanic  acid  from  it.  And  I  have 
only  to  blow  that  at  them.  I  wonted  to  kill  T0J0  in  that  way  at  the  Court,  too, 

I  slapped  himith  my  hands  because  otherwise  I  oouldn't  make  it  a  comedy". 

"On  July  4>  I  an  to  become  the  Empress  Dowager 1 s  son-in-law  in  place  of  the 
late  Bnperor  Taisho,  Rut  I'm  going  to  resign  when  tho  United  Organisation  of 
the  world  rill  bo  sot  up.  Mrs.  MacArthur  comes  here  overyday  and  looks  after  everj 
thing  for  me.  She  makes  my  bed,  and  strokes  me  saying,  "My  boy,  my  boy,  you  will 
soon  get  well".  (Tears  come  to  his  eyes.)  I  call  her  mamma",  (Ho  seems  to  be 
taking  his  nurse  for  Mrs.  MaoArthur) 

"I  learned  ho w  to  make  hallucinations  lbom  Gandhi  whon  I  was  about  forty. 

I  see  and  hear  Christ  and  Mohammed  calling  me  from  tho  sky.  I  would  like  to  go, 
but  if  I  go,  I'll  die  .and  I'll  not  be  able  to  serve  ny  country.  That's  why  I've 
tiefl  a  string  to  sy  waist  so  that  I  can't  go". 

"This  trial  is  a  kind  of  tactics.  It's  a  natural  action  and  not  a  moral 
aotlon  ...  (in  English)  Suppose  one  throws  a  ball  and  it  falls.  Then  we  can  see 
the  bell  stop.  But  actually  it  rolls  on  for  a  little  while  by  inertia.  In  thn 
same  way  tho  war  is  going  on  yet.  It  is  not  an  ordinary  court.  It  is  a  continu¬ 
ation  of  the  ’.far.  If  so,  Mac  must  be  hanged  bofore  General  Yamashlta  and  General..

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It  hod  bettor  bo  callod  a  taotics,  therefor  it  is  like  a  bullet,  airplane  or 
atomic  boob,  (in  Japanese)  You  can  kill  people  by  any  means.  It  is  more  advantage 
ous  to  kill  by  means  of  such  a  trial  than  with  a  gun",  (in  Japanese)  "In  Japan 
there  are  stupid  soldiers  and  men  like  Shozaburo  Yokota,  I'm  going  to  tell  it  to 
the  Emperor  and  have  them  expelled  immediately.  International  Tribunal  is  not  an 
object  of  Jurisprudence,  but  of  the  science  of  war.  Overlooking  such  an  obvious 
fact,  and  taking  this  for  a  real  trial,  they,  Japanese  as  they  are,  say  flatteries 
in  order  to  curry  favor  with  MacArthur  and  give  interpretations  that  are  to  the 
disadvantage  of  our  miserable  par  criminals.  Therefore  I  told  them,  "MnoArthur 
may  go  any  length,  but  slnoo  we're  still  fighting  In  the  battle  fiold,  you've  got 
to  resign  yoursolves  oven  though  a  bullet  hits  you  •’nd  kills  you;  It's  a  natural 
aotion,  and  up  to  non  the  general  principle  ms  ...."  Really,  aren't  people  damned 
stupid?  Stupid  Japanose  I  Don't  you  understand  such  an  important  fact?  .... 

Even  though  I  die,  I'll  resurroct  within  48  hours,  suro  ....  like  Jesus  resurrec¬ 
tion,  but  mine  may  take  a  littln  noro  time.  Put  it  simply,  yes.  God's  Judgment 
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is  Justice;  (in  English)  That  is  morality.  Now  this  trial  is  not  an  ordinary 
court.  As  I  said  before,  the  crltorium  of  Judgment  is  not  bad  or  good.  That  is 
moral.  Tho  standard  of  Judgment  is  useful  or  useless.  The  clearost  enemy  is  Kao

Arthur  I.  Then  you  can  do  everything  with  such  a  gun.  ut  suoh  .a  gun  cannot 
penetrate  my  armor  at  all." 

"(in  Japanese)  At  Sugamo,  thoy  wore  all  discussing  how  to  escape  the  sentence 
but  I  told  them  they've  got  to  die  all  since  it's  a  natural  force.  I  asked  the 
Emperor  to  let  them  all  die  since  thoy  have  all  committed  the  same  crime.  At  the 
end  this  sham  show  will  be  over  and  morality  will  reign  for  the  first  time.  I'll 
have  tho  Emperor  conduct  a  moral  trial,  "hen  the  Bnperor  will  give  tho  last  sen- 
tenoo,  this  natural  action  will  become  a  moral  action.  We'll  tell  Mao,  "Why  have 
you  Judged  guilty  those  innocent  ponple?"  and  make  him  bog  pardon,  And  I'll  re- 
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"I've  received  20,000,000  dollars  from  mamma.  She’s  vory  nice.  Both  Mrs. 
MacArthur  and  her  daughter  come  here  and  do  the  cleaning  even  for  the  nigger. 

Thoy  even  feed  him.  Oh,  thoy’re  wondorful.  Yosterday  I  asked  Mrs.  MacArthur,  (in 
English)  "Momma,  how  many  times  did  you  enjoy  MncArthur  last  night"?  Then  sha 
scolded  me  saying  "Bad  boy,  bad  boy", 

"(in  Japanese)  In  order  to  make  Heaven  come  to  this  onrth,  I'm  mobilising 
scholars  from  all  over  the  world.  Genoral  ^acArthur  also  is  asking  pardon  saying 
that  he  was  wrong.  When  the  trial  will  be  over.  Heaven  will  come  to  Japan.  I've 
talked  over  with  General  MacArthur,  and  the  result  is,  the  indemnities  have  beon 
all  cancelled i  And  the  occupation  expensos  ore  not  to  be  borne  by  us  but  will  be 
given  by  them.  The  moro  money  one  uses,  the  groator  is  the  111-felling  one  gets 
among  the  Japanese,  ^hat's  why  I  receive  money  from  General  McArthur.  You  don't 
understand  because  you're  poor." 

"General  MacArthur  comes  to  take  his  meals  hero.  He's  a  vory  nice  person. 

He *s  liko  General  Yamashita,  in  his  widdom  and  like  General  *tagakl  in  his  pluck. 
He's  a  great  friend  of  mine", 

"By  next  April  all  the  old  houses  surviving  the  air  *. raids  will  be  torn  down 
and  instead  of  them  1,000,000  now  housos  will  be  built,  all  a  gift  from  momma. 

So  reconstruction  is  quite  easy,  oasior  than  anything.  why  should  it  be  impossible' 
Also  about  the  food  problem,  thore's  nothing  to  woiyy since  there  are  400,000,000 
sheep  in  hina.  I  can  go  over  there  and  kill  them  or  give  them  cyanic  maid". 

We  see  here  many  ideas  that  are  highly  absurd  considering  they  are  uttered  by 
such  a  cultured  Individual  as  OKAWA.  Therefore,  I  wondered  whether  they  were  not 
said  by  way  of  Jokes  or  on  purpose.  But  0KAwA  was  extremely  serious  about  them, 
and  always  reacted  with  ill  humour  when  such  questions  were  asked.  Consequently  I 
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Judged  from  it  that  suoh  words  as  tho  above  represent  actual  delusions  of  grandeur 
A  problem  arises  hero  as  to  whether  this  may  not  be  a  phenomenon  caused  by  a  lower 
ing  of  intelligence.  On  the  papers  used  by  OKA^A  for  writing  are  written  in  a  dis 
ordorod  handwriting  many  a  fragmentary  sentences  and  words,  which  may  mako  one  sue 
pect  a  All  of  OKAwA’s  intellecutal  level,  ®ut  according  to  our  numerous  experiono 
of  cases  of  manic  states,  grandiose  delusions  and  altered  handwriting  are  symptoms 
that  can  occur  without  a  lowering  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  OKAWA's  grandiose 
delusions  keep  coming  one  after  another  continuously,  the  former  fading  away  as 
another  tikos  its  place  so  that  it  is  soldom  that  delusions  with  similar  contents 
are  repeated.  Thnt  is,  those  delusions  of  grandeur  are  fluctuating  and  do  not  havt 
the  fixod  and  systenntized  character  of  delusions  seen  in  poranoi\c  cases.  Among 
OKAwA's  delusions  thore  are  many  that  can  be  considered  as  transient  products  of  a 
cheerful  mood  and  an  elatod  sense  of  self,  And  this  is  a  characteristic  usually 
seen  in  the  del*  sions  hold  in  a  manic  condition. 

There  are  no  other  remarkablo  mental  symptoms.  °louding  of  consciousness 
can  not  be  proved.  His  memory  for  remote  events  seems  to  be  fairly  correct.  ®ut 
every  time  I  tried  to  examine  his  memory  precisely,  and  systematically,  he  did  not 
give  me  appropriate  answers,  saying:” I  do  not  roroembor  such  useless  matter". . 
Therefore,  I  must  be  satisfied  with  estimation  of  his  memory  through  conversations 
in  general.  His  memory  for  recent  ovents  could  be  testod  by  such  questions  as 
what  he  ate  this  morning,  and  was  found  to  be  somewhat  defective.  However,  it  can 
not  be  immediately  conculded  with  this  that  it  shons  tho  impairment  of  his  intelli¬ 
gence,  bocauso  this  kind  of  weakness  can  be  often  observed  in  a  manic  state  merely 
due  to  flucuation  of  attention.  Evon  if  his  intelligence  may  bo  already  impaired, 

I  believe  that  the  impairment  must  be  vory  slight  yet,  taking  the  whole  picture 
of  his  in  consideration. 

(b)  Physical  Condition 

a 

Through  physical  examination,  I  obtained  the  following  findings  which  are  suff 
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cient  to  explain  the  cause  of  the  montal  symptoms , 

Tho  most  important  somatic  findings  ares  (l)  Syphilitic  reaction  (Kahn  react¬ 
ion)  of  the  blood  serum  is  atrongly  positive;  (2)  Various  pathological  changes  in 
tho  spinal  fluid,  especially  horo  too  a  sthongly  positive  syphilitio  reaction 
(Wassormann  reaotion);  other  changes  ares  lymphocytosis  OL /lcmm) ;  increase  of  the 
total  amount  of  protain  (0.68)6) ;  Pandy  and  Nonne-Apioet  reactions  strongly  positiv 
Takata-Ara  reaction  strongly  positive.  Among  them  the  Taknta-Ara  roaction  is  typ¬ 
ically  of  the  parotic  typo,  a  form  of  reaotion  that  is  widoly  recognised  as  appear 
ing  most  frequently  in  goneral  paralysis,  (3)  Other  important  svmptoms  contribute 
lng  to  the  diagnosis  ares  Sluggish  reaction  of  the  pipils  to  light;  Asymmetrical 
knee-Jorks,  the  right  side  failing;  Achilles-tondon  reflex  lost  on  both  sides; -all 
of  which  are  generally  known  as  symptoms  frequently  seen  in  general  paralysis. 

Other  somatic  symptoms  ares  a  light  murmur  in  the  acrtic  tone  of  the  heart, 
and  a  change  in  olektrocardiogrnm  suggesting  an  Insufficient  function  of  the  norti 
valve.  But  neithor  subjectively  nor  objectively  are  to  be  found  further  signs  of 
actual  oirculatory  disorders  corresponding  to  the  above  symptoms.  In  X-ray  film  ' 
seen  a  calcification  of  the  descending  aorta,  representing  oithor  artoriosolerosi. 
corresponding  to  OKAWA 1 a  age  or  a  syphilitic  vascular  change.  In  any  case  it  Is 
not  to  be  considered  a  noteworthy  symptom,  nor  does  it  have  any  dlreot  connection 
with  the  mental  condition  of  the  patient.  Similarly  in  Z-rny  film  there  is  a  sha> 
over  a  -d.de  area  extending  from  the  apex  to  the  3rd  intercostal  space  bilaterally 
that  appears  to  bo  tuberculous  in  nature.  It  represents,  however,  an  old  lesion 
and  is  not  aotive  at  present.  According  to  his  wife,  0XV7A  suffered  from  severe 
"colds”  onoo  or  twice  in  tho  past,  nhich  might  have  boon  tho  illness  that  brought 
about  those  shadows,  but  nothing  can  be  ascertained  in  this  respect .  The  blood 
pro 8 sure,  150  mm  Hq  at  the  highest  and  50  mm  Hg  at  tho  lowest,  is  about  propor¬ 
tionate  ‘to  his  age.  A  traoe  of  protein  is  found  in  urin.  In  the  ocular  fundus  i 
soon  a  picture  of  a  slight  artoriosolerosis,  but  it  is  also  merely  a  sign  corres-

ponding  to  OKAWA'a  age  and  ia  of  no  special  significance. 

Summing  up  the  results  of  the  physical  examination,  no  recognise  some  typical 
symptoms  of  gonoral  paralysis  providing  sufficiont  explanations  to  OKAWA's  prosont 
mental  condition,  but  the  rest  of  the  symptoms  are  slight  and  of  no  importanoo, 

t 
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Prom  the  record  of  the  psychiatric  examination  stated  above,  I  am  in  a  positic 
to  give  an  unquestionable  diagnosis  of  the  condition  prosontod  by  0KA9A.  It  is  the 
syphilitic  disease  of  the  brain  called  general  paralysis  (dementia  paralytioa)  in 
its  nanio  or  oxpansive  form.  I  have  been  ablo  to  ascertain  the  presenso  of  all  the 
symptoms  necessary  for  the  diagnosis  of  this  mental  disease.  According  to  the  stat 
ment  of  his  wife  and  relatives}  OKA^A  has  boon  generally  healthy  ever  since  he  ms 
born  on  December  6,  1R86,  throughout  his  childhood,  youth  and  adult  periods,  and 
has  exporionoed  no  marked  disease  oxcept  neuralgia  and  "colds".  Sinco  graduating 
from  the  Department  of  Indian  Philosophy,  Tokyo  Imperial  University,  ho  is  said  to 
have  never  been  hindered  in  his  social  activities  by  reasons  of  health.  But  since 
his  thirties,  he  seems  to  have  boon  connected  with  cortaln  womon,  and  his  infecticr 
of  venereal  diseases  must  bo  dated  sometime  around  this  period.  His  marriage  is 

I 

said  to  have  boon  postponed  till  his  41st  year  partly  because  of  his  having  gonor¬ 
rhoea.  His  character  is  by  nature  fastidious  and  methodical,  nervous  and  passional 
Bolng  reticent,  however  he  is  usually  unable  to  ask  a  person  to  shorten  his  visit 
and  rather  than  asking  he  listens  pationtly  to  his  visitor's  talk  for  hours.  Poli\ 
in  his  manners  and  correct  in  his  attire,  he  has  a  high  taste  especially  in  his 
dress.  Such  a  charactor  and  habits  have  continued  till  his  entrance  in  Stigamo 
Prison  in  January  of  1946,  and  neither  neurasthenic  complaints  nor  psychotic  condut 
have  beon  notioed  at  all  up  to  that  time.  Jho  only  point  to  bo  considered  as  show* 
ing  an  abnormal  constitution  is  his  peculiar  reaction  to  alcohol.  Prom  the  first  ho 
drank  but  little,  but  used  to  get  oxoltod  with  a  small  amount  of  alchol.  As  this

peculiarity  of  his  became  more  pronounced  since  his  fifties,  those  around  him 
usually  tried  to  make  h'm  avoid  drinking.  In  his  alcoholic  excitement,  OKAWA  is 
said  to  become  rude,  talkative  and  irritable  in  his  feelings,  a  condition  that  must 
bo  somewhat  similiar  to  his  present  state. 

According  to  the  statomont  of  tho  former  General  I-nne  MATSU I,  an  old  acquaint 
anco  of  OKAWA 's  and  his  roomate  at  Sugomo  Prison  from  the  beginning  of  March  this 
year,  OKAWA  at  first  showed  no  chango  from  his  usual  self.  But  from  the  end  of  Mar 
he  began  complaining  of  troubles  in  sloop  and  using  sleeping  drugs.  At  first  he 
busied  himself  reading  through  most  of  Gibbon's  History  of  Rome,  but  around  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  April,  ho  started  writing  down  his  past  experiences  saying  he  felt  unusu 
well  and  wondered  why  ho  was  able  to  writo  such  humorous  and  interesting  things  as 
he  did  not  boliove  hlmsolf  capnblo  of.  About  tho  middle  of  April,  he  began  rooitin 
the  sutras  to  tho  K-nnnon  goddess,  getting  more  and  more  engrossed  in  it  so  that 
finally  ho  said  ho  was  being  possessed  by  tho  goddoss.  Also  around  this  time  he 
learned  how  to  make  pootry  in  tho  old  chinoso  way  becoming  likowiso  quite  absorbed 
in  day  and  night  and  making  about  fifty  poems  in  ten  days.  Sinco  about  that  time 
he  became  disorderly  in  his  attire,  wrote  a  lettor  to  Gonoral  MacArthur  to  the  offo 
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that  tho  supremo  commnndor  should  be  moro  kind  to  tho  Japanose,  and  said  that  if 
Mrs.  MacArthur  road  that  letter,  sho  would  surely  send  him  at  least  some  books. 

Both  MATSU I  and  one  of  tho  guardians  say  that  OKAWA  became  markedly  excited  from 
the  end  of  April,  staying  awake  all  night,  knocking  at  the  door  and  talking  loudly 
so  as  to  occasion  complaints  among  those  around  him.  Ho  is  then  said  to  have  boast 
od  he  is  the  commander  of  the  prison.  A  visitor  who  saw  him  on  April  25,  also  not¬ 
iced  0 KA^A's  abnormal  mental  condition. 

Inferring  from  tho  above  anamnosis  and  statements,  it  appears  that  the  onset 
of  illness  took  place  after  0KAnA's  entrance  in  Sugamo  Prison,  beginning  with  neuro 
thenic  symptoms  from  the  end  of  March,  showing  signs  of  a  slight  exaltation  from 
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tho  beginning  of  April,  and  dovoloping  into  a  clearly  psychotic  condition  by  the  on 
of  April.  S  uch  a  oourso  at  the  onset  of  illnoss  is  often  soon  in  general  paralysit 

General  paralysis  is  a  sovoro  diseaso  of  tho  nervous  system  caused  by  pathogor 
organisms  of  syphilis  contracted  long  before  coming  to  invade  a  wide  area  of  the  bi 
and  the  spinal  cord.  Unloss  odoquate  therapy  is  given  at  tho  oarliest  period  possi 
ble,  tho  disease  will  mako  a  constant  progress  and  after  two  or  throo  years  will 
cause  a  gonoral  onfooblomont  usually  leading  to  doath.  Tho  disorders  of  montal  fun 
ctions  oro  most  conspicuous,  showing  in  tho  initial  stage  painly  such  emotional 
troubles  as  manio  or  deprossivo  conditions,  but  subsequently  in  all  casos  accomp¬ 
anied  ^ith  serious  impediments  of  the  intelligence  so  that  finally  the  patients 
falls  into  a  severe  condition  of  dementia  whioh  deprives  him  of  all  human  traits. 

Tho  present  mental  condition  of  OKAwA  s,  as  above  stated,  a  manic  state  rich 
in  grandiose  delusions  with  but  slight  troubles  of  tho  Intelligence  as  yet.  And  it 
is  only  on®  and  a  half  month  sine A  th6  initial  mental  symptoms  wore  noticed .  Prom 
these  facts  we  can  infor  that  OKAwA’s  actual  condition  obviously  belongs  to  the 
initial  stage  of  the  diseaso.  However,  although  it  is  an  initial  condition  present 
in£  but  few  symptoms  of  intellectual  disorders  xre  can  by  no  means  oall  it  a  condit¬ 
ion  of  merely  slight  montal  abnormality.  An  intonso  and  exalted  sense  of  self, 
grandiose  delusions  that  make  him  believe  in  any  impossibilities,  an  attention  that 
fluctuates  constantly  from  one  thing  to  another— all  those  morbid  symptoms  make  it 
difficult  for  OKA’fA  to  secure  calm  Judgment,  careful  thinking  and  orderly  condtuct. 
The  actual  condition  of  Okawa,  speaking  out  and  doing  as  he  does  anything  on  the  sp 
of  the  moment,  must  be  considered  as  a  soriously  psychotic  state.  Consequently  whe. 
he  will  assist  at  the  Military  Tribunal  and  receive  tho  indictment,  what  will  govern 
Okawa's  mind  will  most  likoly  be  violent  passions  and  uncontrolled  delusions  of 
grandeur,  and  never  tho  moderation  and  mature  doliveration  that  are  to  be  oxpeoted 
from  him  in  his  normal  state.  His  presont  frame  of  mind  is  comnarablo  to  the  stron 
ly  exalted  mental  condition  caused  by  drinking.  Therefore  OKATJA  is  actually  in¬ 
capable  of  making  such  responsible  conduct  as  in  his  normal  health,  nor  should 
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those  around  him  expect  this  from  his  present  self.  This  all  the  more  true  in  case 
whore  the  objeet  to  be  considered  requires  calm,  rational  and  oritical  thinking.  L 
follows  that  it  is  almost  utterly  impossible  for  OKATTA  in  his  present  mental  con¬ 
dition  to  Judge  of  such  an  important  matter  as  pleading  to  the  indictment,  a  matter 
of  greatest  weight  both  personally  and  international'1  y.  Jt  is  widely  recognised  in 
Judicial  psyohiatry  that  all  competency  is  to  be  denied  in  a  case  of  general  para¬ 
lysis  that  has  not  been  submitted  to  treatment  or  that  of  a  marked  manic  condition. 

The  discovery  of  the  fever  thorapy  for  gen  ral  paralysis  is  one  of  the  greatest 
progreses  made  in  modern  medicine.  Its  effectiveness  is  the  more  conspicuous  the 
earlier  the  stage  of  the  disease.  Therefore  if  the  treatment  proceeds  smoothly  ther» 
is  a  great  possibility  that  OKAYZA  will  obtain  a  fhirly  good  recovery  from  his  pathO' 
logical  mental  condition,  severe  as  it  is.  It  may  not  even  be  impossible  for  him  t' 
regain  a  full  capacity  for  assuming  responsibility.  Thus  I  close  this  report  by 
expressing  the  desire  from  a  medical  point  of  view  that  an  adequate  treatment  be 


given  to  0KAT7A  as  soon  as  possible 


Conclusion

The  mental  condition  of  Dr.  Shumol  0KAY7A  since  the  ond  of  April,  1946,  up  to 
tho  present  is  a  manic  state  due  to  general  paralysis,  a  syphilitio  disease  of  the 
brain.  Its  present  stage  is  fairly  advanced  and  is  to  bo  considered  as  greatly  im¬ 
peding  his  capacity  to  plead  to  the  indictment.
